A FENCE will encircle Margate’s 
Scenic Railway until the world- 
famous roller-coaster is repaired. 

An Urgent Works Notice has been served by 
Thanet council on owners the Margate Town 
Centre Regeneration Company. 

The notice is to ensure that a 2.4-metre-high 
continuous steel fence is put in place to protect 
the entire perimeter of the wooden rollercoaster. 

The notice was served on Monday and, if it is 
not complied with within two weeks from the 
date it is served, then the council will use 
planning powers and send contractors on to 
the site to erect the fence. 

The cost of the work will then be recovered 
from the site owners. 

Cllr Sandy Ezekiel, leader of Thanet council, 
said: “Although the council is still in ongoing 
discussions with the owners of the site, we 
believe it’s absolutely essential that measures 
are taken to preserve the Scenic Railway until 
repairs begin. 

“We feel that we have given this enough time 
since the fire broke out and still there is 
no fencing in place to protect this unique 
historic asset.” 

He added: “The time has come for us to take 
action and that’s what we’re doing with the 
issuing of this Urgent Works Notice. If the 
work is not completed within the next two 
weeks, then we will be sending in people to do 
this work. That’s how important this is to us.” 

The move follows the fire, which broke out in 
early April 2008, destroying about 20 per cent 
of the tracks of the Scenic Railway, the work¬ 
shop where the cars were housed and part of 
the station. 

The ride first opened in 1920 and was 
the first amusement park ride to be Grade II- 
listed in 2002.

Supermarket 
power gives 

farmers grief

THE isle’s cauliflower grow¬ 
ers say their industry could 
collapse unless they are 
paid more for the vegetables 
they grow 

Spiralling production costs for seed, 
fertiliser and fuel mean that unless 
leading buyers such as supermarkets 
pay more, vegetable growers will be 
forced to quit the market. 

In Broadstairs, Geoff Philpott, 
whose family has been growing 
cauliflowers since just after the First 
World War, said he was receiving 39 
pence per cauliflower but needs 44 
pence to cover his costs and by next 
year this will have risen to 50 pence. 

Mr Philpott, who runs GG Phil¬ 
pott and Son at Elmwood Farm, 
Broadstairs, said his fertiliser costs 
alone had rocketed by 300 per cent 
from £150 a tonne to £600 a tonne 
this year. 

“We are being hammered into the 
ground by the supermarkets,” he 
said. “Costs are rising so fast - we 
are looking at 32 per cent overall in 
the last 12 months - and I can see it 
going only one way.” 

He sells to wholesalers, super¬ 
markets and exporters, and although 
he also grows other vegetables such 
as different brassicas and potatoes, 


he specialises in cauliflowers, grow¬ 
ing 103 varieties. 

He is probably the largest grower 
in the South East but says that over 
the last five years six or seven major 
local growers - “the biggest and the 
best” - have left the business. 

Birchington’s Robert Montgomery, 
for example, stopped growing cauli¬ 
flowers on his 800 acres last year 
because they were no longer viable. 

And the year before that, Peter 
Linlington, of Birchington, whom Mr 
Philpott called “the best cauliflower- 
grower ever”, stopped producing the 
vegetable on his 400 acres. 

He said the reason fertiliser was so 
expensive was that gas prices had 
shot up and the demand for phos¬ 
phates and potash, the main nutri¬ 
ents, had zoomed ahead in places 
such as China. 

He said: 'Where will we be in a 
year’s time? I wish I had a crystal 
ball, but if we can’t make the job pay 
we will be drilling for cereals. 

“But we don’t want to go that way. 
We are specialists and we have a 
loyal workforce.” 

Mr Philpott said vegetables such 
as cauliflowers, sprouts and spring 
greens were highly nutritious and 
full of fibre. 

Thanet, like Cornwall, is a prime 
place to grow cauliflowers, with alka¬ 
line, free-draining soil. Being sur¬ 
rounded by sea, hard frosts are not so 
problematic as in areas inland.

'Keep your hands 
off our wardens' 

MORE than 300 people have 
signed a petition to keep commun¬ 
ity wardens in their area. 

Residents of the West Dumpton 
ward fear new plans could result 
in them losing the services of their 
wardens who patrol the streets. 

Amanda Petford, who lives in the 
area, said: “The quality of life in 
our area and particularly in Pres- 
tedge Avenue has greatly im¬ 
proved in the last few years and 
community wardens have greatly 
contributed to this improvement.” 

She added: “They must be al¬ 
lowed to continue their good work, 
and changes to the way they oper¬ 
ate could cause more problems.” 

The Save Our Community War¬ 
dens document was presented to 
Thanet council last week. 

A letter of support written by the 
head-teacher of Newlands primary 
school also urges the council to con¬ 
sider the safety of this community. 

Joy Callan said: “At Newlands 
primary school we rely on com¬ 
munity support to assist in the 
promotion of the well-being of our 
pupils and their families. 

We value the support of the com¬ 
munity wardens and it would be a 
real loss to the community if this role 
were to be discontinued.” 

Ward councillors Michelle Fenner 
and Alan Poole have pledged their 
support. 

Cllr Poole said: “The community 
wardens perform a vital service 
and it would be a great disappoint¬ 
ment if they were removed.”

SPOUSES of the bishops attend¬ 
ing the Lambeth Conference in 
Canterbury are to visit Thanet. 

They will take the St Peter’s 
Village Tour, where they will see 
the stocks on the village green 
and be greeted by the Mayor of 
Broadstairs and St Peter’s while 
their husbands discuss the ins- 
and-outs of the Anglican Church. 

The tour’s Veronica Cox said: “As 
the conference only takes place 
once every 10 years, this is quite 
an event for us.” 

A service will be held in the 
village church afterwards.

Villagers share 
Gateway views 


MINSTER Village Hall 
was the setting for a pub¬ 
lic meeting to discuss pro¬ 
posals for the so-called 
China Gateway scheme. 

Villagers and campaigners 
gathered in the hall on Tuesday 
last week to talk through their 
concerns, many engaging with 
the issue for the first time. 

Speakers, most of whom expres¬ 
sed their concerns over the huge 
project by Commercial Group 
Properties (CGP), which could 
potentially cover a large area of 


agricultural land near Manston, 
gave a range of views on the 
scheme that is proving ever-more 
contentious. 

Campaigner Jenny Matterface 
talked about the amount of jobs 
that the project is supposed to 
bring to the isle. 

She said: “No one on this plat¬ 
form opposes job creation. We all 
accept we need them in the area, 
but so many of us have lived 
through countless schemes which 
were supposed to have created 
jobs, such as the airport, so you 
must understand some of us are 
a little cynical about the plans 


Commercial Group Properties 
has put forward.” 

She added: “They are dangling 
a carrot with the word ‘Jobs’ 
written on it in front of everyone 
and they know that makes it 
difficult for a council to say they 
don’t want the development. 

“But what we are asking is: 
what type of jobs?” 

Mrs Matterface questioned 
whether the necessary base of 
skilled workers with IT skills, 
forklift driving licences and the 
like was ready for work being 
promised and what plans CGP 
had to train a workforce. 



Thanet council are 
not a load of idiots' 

A MINSTER parish councillor addressed 
the meeting to speak up for China Gateway 
plans. 

Cllr Dennis Neville said: “Let’s get some 
balance to this meeting. The idea of the 
park is to provide meaningful employment 
so persons living in Minster can afford to 
live in Minster and buy homes in Minster 
and provide work for the future. 

“It’s not for me - it’s for the youngsters in 
five years’ time.” 

The parish council chairman added: 
“Thanet planners are not a bunch of idiots 
and it’s being looked at by all different 
agencies to see if this is feasible. 

“When it goes to the planning committee 
thejf 11 know what they re deciding on - you 
can’t dismiss it out of hand. 

“Thanet council are not a load of idiots. 
Doug Brown, who is looking at this in 
depth, has 30 years’ experience. If it can’t 
work, it won’t be passed by the committee. 

“Think of the local development plan and 
the employment for the future. We need a 
future for the young persons - they have no 
job prospects, crime, drugs, the lot.” 

Cllr Neville stressed the view was his 
own and not that of his council.

'Development not 
supported by plan' 


MANY members of the public who 
turned up at the meeting made 
their own pleas for the China 
Gateway scheme to be halted. 

Some 40 people showed up for the 
first public meeting about the pro¬ 
posals. One woman to voice her 
view was Ramsgate’s Jean Whisker. 

She said: “I’ve lived here all my 
life and it’s depressed me to hear 
what has been said about our love¬ 
ly Planet Thanet. 

“They talk about jobs for our 
children, but, by God, when we’re 
all dead and gone, what will we 
have left for them? What are we 
doing? We live in the garden of Kent 
- keep it as the garden of Kent.” 

Chris Francis, from Birchington, 
said: “It sounds dire. The amount of 
traffic on the road could lead to iso¬ 
lation. It’s going to be chaotic. There 
will be an awful lot of traffic coming 
from Thanet Earth, but at least 
they are growing food.” 

Penny Bardon, also from Minster, 
was worried about the amount of 
traffic the project would bring and 
the loss of agricultural land. 

She said: “How are we going to get 
in and out of our homes? Thanet is 
far too frail. It took millions of years 
for the chalk to form to give us our 
wonderful land. The world is run¬ 
ning out of food and we have wheat 
fields... and they want to concrete us 
over? It’s absolutely appalling.” 


ALSO speaking at the Minster meet¬ 
ing was Brian Lloyd, a planning 
expert with the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England. 

He outlined some of the group’s con¬ 
cerns with a ten-minute speech. 

He said: “Thanet, in particular, is 
very rich in high-quality agricultural 
land. It’s seen a lot of development 
over the years and the settlements 
between the towns are being nibbled 
away and eroded. The developments 
are now coming further into the 
countryside with Westwood Cross 
and Thanet Earth - the Gateway pro¬ 
posal continues that trend. 

“Taking all the three together, this 
is a massive development. We’re look¬ 
ing at 175 acres and much of that is 
on high-quality agricultural land, 
which must be kept for that purpose.” 

On the issue of the project’s compat¬ 
ibility with Thanet council’s local 
plan, he said: “This large development 
is not supported by the council’s local 
plan. 

“The current plan provides for 
3 milli on square feet of employment 
land - that’s 95 per cent of what 
Thanet needs for the year 2021. 

“The Gateway wants more than 
double that, another three-and-a-half 
million square feet of floor space, but 


it just isn’t needed. Also, it’s difficult to 
see what companies will be coming on 
to the site and what employment is to 
be provided.” 

Mr Lloyd also said the character of 
the area should be protected: “The site 
sits on a chalk plateau identified as 
an important character area. 

“The local plan states particular 
care should be taken to avoid skyline 
intrusion or the loss or interruption of 
long views of coast and the sea, but 
some of these buildings will be 17 
metres high. Large industrial sheds 
will be in contradiction to the policy of 
protecting the skyline.” 

Finally, he talked about the issue of 
water. He said: “The site is on top of a 
groundwater protection zone, a source 
of much of Thanet’s drinking water. 
We think it’s a real risk to drinking 
water, which is already of a low quali¬ 
ty in this area. 

“The Environment Agency has 
expressed concerns and even the 
applicants themselves, in their sup¬ 
porting information, acknowledge 
there could be an impact on water 
resources. This issue alone should see 
the rejection of the proposal.” 

He summed up: We are fully sup¬ 
portive of the local campaign to stop 
the project.”

Thanet council leader Cllr Sandy Ezekiel 
said: “The Turner Contemporary will be a land¬ 
mark building that will help with economic 
regeneration. The council is working hard to 
regenerate Margate Old Town and it is being 
transformed into a vibrant cultural quarter.

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Violence falls 
as partners 
unite to show 
their mettle

HI-TECH equipment is being 
used to help stamp out crime and 
make the isle safer. 

The Thanet Community Safety Part¬ 
nership has been employing metal-detector 
arches and handheld wands, mobile finger¬ 
print analysis units, an extra CCTV operator 
and Bluetooth technology in its bid to make 
the streets safer. 

The Bluetooth initiative enables police to 
send out messages to people’s phones 
warning them of the risks and dangers that 
are about, such as mobile phone theft. 

The portable archway is set up at Margate 
train station to catch those who are 
carrying weapons. It can be erected quickly 
and by a single officer. 

A mobile fingerprint emit enables officers 
to check prints with the police database, with 
results sent back in under a minute. It is one 
of the few being trialled in the county. 

One area where the partnership says it is 
winning the battle is Margate’s Marine 
Terrace, which has been notorious for loutish 
behaviour, particularly on weekend nights. 

More police officers now patrol the area 
and offences on the street, one of the isle’s 
worst crime hot-spots, are falling. 

The safety partnership’s Mark Richardson 
said: “We’ve seen a two-thirds drop in crime 
there, from 39 incidents to 13, and it’s been 
down to these new initiatives. 

“It had one of the highest crime densities in 
the county because of drunkenness and a 
minority causing problems, but since we’ve 
introduced these measures the area is a lot 
safer. 

“There is still a lot to do and we want to try 
to reduce crime even further.” 

The partnership has spoken to licensees in 
the area and they are being asked to report 
incidents more regularly. 

Pubs are also being checked more often for 
underage drinkers. 

Dave Knox, the partnership’s crime reduc¬ 
tion sergeant for Thanet, said: “The crack¬ 
down on the problems in Marine Terrace is 
proving successful. 

“This is what the partnership is all about - 
getting organisations to work together to

find solutions to issues that matter to local 
people. 

“There’s been a big difference in crime 
numbers, and assaults have fallen dramati¬ 
cally compared with the same period last 
year. 

“The latest figures show this approach is 
working and we are determined to ensure 
the decline in violence continues.” 

Thanet Community Safety Partnership 
ties together Kent Police, Thanet council, 
Kent Fire and Rescue, the NHS and Kent 
County Council. 
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The hi-tech battle against crime

Online survey gives 
Manston thumbs-up 
for passenger flights 

MORE than two-thirds of people who took 
part in an online survey support commercial 
passenger flights from Manston airport. 

The survey about services at Kent Inter¬ 
national Airport was run in conjunction with 
KOS Media and completed by almost 11,000 
people. 

The results found that 71 per cent felt 
scheduled commercial air passenger flights 
from Manston were ‘Very important”. A further 
quarter of respondents said commercial flights 
were “somewhat important”, with 2.7 per cent 
considering them “not important at all”. 

When asked whether they would use a 
commercial air service from KIA, 85.9 per cent 
of people said it was ‘Very likely”, and 10.7 per 
cent felt it was “somewhat likely”. 

In the past the airport has been hit by the 
collapse of EUjet and the cancellation of a 
planned service to America. 

Travel company Kent Escapes currently 
runs charter flights to a number of holiday 
destinations. 

KIA chief executive Matt Clarke said: “This 
is an excellent vote of confidence in the airport 
and will boost our efforts to bring scheduled 
passenger services back to the county.” 

According to the survey, the time saving and 
location benefits were the top two advantages 
of the airport. 

And 72.5 per cent of the 10,673 respondents 
believed the return of passenger services 
would have local economic benefits. 

Airport owner Infratil was pleased more 
than a third of respondents would consider 
paying a £20 premium for a return flight from 
KIA rather than travel to Gatwick, Heathrow 
or Stansted. 

Mr Clarke concluded: “Later in the year we 
will present our plans for the long-term future 
of Kent International Airport, with an oppor¬ 
tunity for local residents and authorities to 
give us their views.”

Q What are you bringing to your new role at Kent 
Probation from your work at the centre of Government? 

A At the Prime Minister’s Delivery Unit I 
worked on crime reduction and reducing 
re-offending, liaising with agencies from 
across government including the police, 
prisons, education, housing and health. 

I focussed on identifying barriers to delivery 
and generating ways of breaking down these 
barriers. 

This national experience has helped me 
understand the range of partners needed to 
reduce re-offending - a key priority for 
probation - and how best to jointly improve 
the safety of everyone in Kent. 

Q Did you enjoy the cut and thrust of politics while 
working for Tony Blair and Gordon Brown - or try to 
escape it as much as possible? 

A As a general rule I try and avoid politics 
and focus on service delivery. The good 
thing about my previous role was, although 
located at the heart of government, its focus 
was on delivering real outcomes for citizens. 

But it did involve writing lots of reports and 
after a while I got bored of writing about it and 
wanted to deliver it. 

Q What is the biggest misconception about the Criminal 
Justice System? 

A That the only way to punish offenders is to 
send them to prison. In fact, there are a 
range of options available to sentencers and 
the evidence shows that working with offend¬ 
ers intensively in the community is more effec¬ 


tive in reducing repeat offending than short¬ 
term prison sentences. 

This is because it combines punishment over 
a long period of time, for example two years as 
opposed to a six-month prison term, with work 
to help offenders gain employment and change 
their offending behaviour. 


Q 


Aren't community sentences little more than a slap on 
Jthe wrist? 

A No. Because an offender might have to 
report to probation five times a week; their 
liberty could be curtailed with a tag; they 
might be performing unpleasant unpaid work 
in the community thus losing their free time 
and giving something back to the community 
at the same time. 

a How on earth did Roy Hodgson manage to save your 
football team Fulham from Premier League relegation? 

A By building a good team and playing 
decent football (no more route one, thank 
you Mr Sanchez) and Jimmy Bullard and 
Brian McBride coming back from injury. Plus 
a little bit of luck!

Tell me something most people do not know about you. 


A I feature on a number of classical CDs as a 
singer with a choir called the Holst 
Singers. Our latest CD, a collection of Estonian 
folk songs by Tormis, has just been favourably 
reviewed on BBC Radio 3.

Q We are told that crime is falling, but it feels like it is 
rising - particularly violent crime. What is the truth? 

A The truth is that there has been a 16 per 
cent decrease in overall crime since 2003. 
This figure comes from the latest British 
Crime Survey, which is extremely reliable as it 
asks people if they have experienced crime. 

Also, the number of crimes recorded by the 
police fell by 12 per cent between October and 
December 2007 compared with the same quar¬ 
ter a year earlier. 

In particular, robbery fell by 21 per cent and 
most serious violence against the person by 15 
per cent. 

The reasons for the gap between these facts 
and public perception are complex and proba¬ 
bly related to media messages around crime, 
the rise of terrorism and wider anti-social 
behaviour. 


Kent Probation Area is one of the largest 
probation services in England and Wales.

Smart tips 
for safety 
by the sea 

COASTGUARDS have launched a 
Sea Smart summer safety cam¬ 
paign with millions of holidaymak¬ 
ers set to flock to beaches around 
the Kent coast this summer. 

Due to the pinch of the credit 
crunch holidays at home are set to 
boom over the coming weeks - with 
popular hotspots including TTianet, 
Whitstable, Folkestone and Hythe, 
along with the Isle of Sheppey. 

But coastguards say this could 
mean more people getting into dif¬ 
ficulty in the water. 

The Sea Smart campaign pro¬ 
motes beach and sea safety mes¬ 
sages to families with children. 

UK Chief Coastguard Rod 
Johnson said: "More and more peo¬ 
ple are choosing to holiday at home 
and explore our varied, dramatic 
and accessible coastline. 

“What I want to do is to help edu¬ 
cate families.” 

Mr Johnson emphasised the fol¬ 
lowing points: 

• Consider visiting a beach with 
lifeguards if there is one nearby. 

• Always keep your children in 
sight at the beach, especially 
toddlers. Even a small wave can 
knock a child over. 

• If your child is using an inflat¬ 
able, make sure they are being 
supervised and that the inflat¬ 
able is secured to the shoreline 
and held by an adult. Even the 
slightest of breezes could blow 
the inflatable away from the 
shore. 

• Keep clear of cliff edges - we’ve 
got some high cliffs around the 
UK and they do sometimes give 
way under foot. 

• Always swim close to the beach in 
line with the shore. Don’t go alone. 

• Check the weather and tides 
before you leave home - don’t get 
swept away. 

• If you are going afloat, always 
wear an appropriate lifejacket or 
buoyancy aid.

THE hard-working organisers 
behind Broadstairs Folk Week 
deserve knighthoods for services to 
music - after offering up 540 
events across seven days. 

By my reckoning that boils down to 77.14 
concerts, workshops, fairs and other folk-relat¬ 
ed attractions each day. 

To push the basic mathematics a few steps 
further that roughly translates to one new, 
exciting event every 20 minutes. 

More than 120 folk artists alone have been 
lined up to perform during the annual August 
event, far too many to name individually. 

However, some of the stand-out archetypal 
‘we drink real ale and like skiffle’ folk-named 
bands include The Trouser Trumpets, 

Shadrack Boswell's Knifegrinders, Junk & 

Disorderly and His Worship & The Pig. 

Workshops include dance such as Bulgarian, 

Cajun and English clog; song such as African 
polyphonies, harmony singing and 
Northumbrian tunes, and music such as tenor 
banjo, fiddle and the mandolin. 

The ever-popular craft fair, situated on 
Victoria Gardens, next to the bandstand on 
the seafront, is open from 10am to 10pm and 
features an array of exotic gifts from across 
the globe. 

A Folk Week spokesman said: “If you need

an unusual present, this is the place. 
Handmade jumpers from Ecuador, musical 
instruments, pottery, handmade cards, 
jewellery, silks from the Far East, rainbow- 
coloured shoes, leather belts, lanterns, castles, 
garden ornaments - the list is endless. 

Inescapable 

With the week starting up in only nine days 
time, the organisers said they were itching to 
get going. 

The spokesman said: “During Folk Week, life 
in Broadstairs really is set to music. 

“In the parks, pubs, gardens, beaches and 


promenade, musicians, from the highly profes¬ 
sional to the inexperienced amateur, get 
together in impromptu sessions whilst Morris 
dancers, Appalachian clog dancers, rapper 
sword dancers and many others demonstrate 
their skills on the streets and along the prom. 

“There really is a festival vibe in the town, 
nobody who arrives in Broadstairs during 
Folk Week wonders whether there is an event 
taking place, it’s inescapable - in the best pos¬ 
sible way.”

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Playground a tribute to Lucy

A PLAY area at St Peter-in- 
Thanet Junior School is to be 
officially dedicated in memory 
of a pupil who passed away 
three years ago. 

Lucy Hilton died from a brain tumour aged 
just ten-years-old and was a fun-loving, bright 
and bubbly personality. 

After she died, Lucy’s family and schoolftiends 


were asked what the best type of memorial to 
her would be and they all agreed a play area 
would be most suitable because she loved her 
time in the school playground so much. 

Fund-raising got under way and more than 
£25,000 was eventually raised. 

During her illness Lucy had been invited to 
Chelsea FC by the Make a Wish Foundation 
and she acted as a mascot for the day at a 
Premiership match. 

Her bravery, courage and personality 
inspired international midfielder Frank 
Lampard who became a close friend of Lucy 
and her family during her illness and wrote 


about her in his biography, Totally Frank. 

Chelsea donated a signed shirt to be auc¬ 
tioned as part of the fund raising. 

A patron of the Teenage Cancer Trust,, 
Lampard dedicated two goals that won 
Chelsea the title at Bolton three years ago to 
the youngster. 

He said: “That’s for you Lucy” to the TV 
cameras after the game. The following 
week he took her on to the Stamford 
Bridge pitch as the Blues received the 
Premiership trophy. 

Lampard said: “We became especially close. 
I was also close to her mum and dad, too. 


She was special and we clicked right away. 

“She had a personality that threw itself 
at you. We made each other laugh so it was 
difficult not to get so close to her.” 

Lampard told how Lucy’s condition deterio¬ 
rated and how he “cried and cried and cried” 
when she passed away. 

On Tuesday, July 22, Lucy’s memorial serv¬ 
ice will be held at 4pm, with former class¬ 
mates invited to attend along with staff and 
family including her sister Millie, who is in 
her last year at the school. 

Father Philip Hobday from St Peter’s 
Church will give a short service.

Now is a great time to get out in the garden and enjoy the sunshine. It is also 
a great time to take up home composting. From Oscar winning actress Dame 
Helen Mirren to TV presenter Chris Evans and millions of us, everyone is doing 
it. There are many excellent reasons for composting at home, but many 
people are simply unaware that this is one of the easiest ways they can help 
the environment in their own daily life.

All you need to get started composting at home is a compost bin - discounted bins are availabe from 
www.recyclenow.com/compost. Just input your postcode to see which compost bins are available 
in your area. Once you’ve purchased a bin, you need to site it somewhere easily accessible in the 
garden, preferably directly on the earth so worms can find their way into the bin. 


Filling up the bin is simple. Many people who already home compost are unaware of the variety of 
items that can be recycled by home composting. Uncooked fruit and veg peelings from the kitchen 
can go straight in to the compost bin, as well as dead 
flowers and plant prunings. In order to create a 
balanced compost, you need to ensure that you mix 
these ‘greens’ with equal amounts of fibrous ‘browns’ 
like scrunched up cereal boxes, insides of toilet rolls or 
shredded paper. The perfect mix of green and brown 
items create an environment where microbes can break 
down the mix of organic waste naturally into a rich dark 
compost for use on plants and gardens. Other items 
you might not have thought you could compost include: 


Egg shells; 

Tea bags; 

Coffee grounds; 

Dog hair; 

Hamster bedding and 

Even the contents of your vacuum cleaner. 


If you want to cut down on the number of trips you 
make to the bin, it would be worth getting a 
composting caddy for your home. You can use the 
caddy to store up biodegradable household waste 
such as vegetable peelings, but you need only empty it 
into your compost bin when it is convenient. You can 
buy compost caddies from many retailers and the 
Recycle Now website, or alternaitvely you can just use 
an old ice cream tub. 


Home compost is a product that will help your garden and the environment as a whole - putting 
valuable nutrients back into the soil and helping gardens to look healthier and more beautiful. For tips 
on how to use your finished compost, check out www.recyclenow.com/compost. It takes between 
six and nine months to produce your own compost - so if you can’t wait that long, peat free and peat 
reduced composts (also made from recycled green materials), are another great ingredient for your 
garden and are available from most garden centres. These are competitively priced, great for the 
garden, providing the key nutrients that plants need to thrive, and great for the environment as they 
divert garden waste from landfill sites.

Nothing is ever as it seems with the isle's Tories, says Labour councillor David Green 

Our Blue Flag beaches are in 
danger of going to the dogs 


THANET council is conducting a so-called 
‘consultation’ concerning a proposed Dog 
Control Order. Comments from the public 
need to be made by August 29 to hanna. 
thorpe@thanet.gov.uk or to do Thanet DC PO 
Box 9 CT9 1XZ. 

The proposal is to exclude dogs from the 
sandy areas of 10 beaches across Thanet 
between the hours of 10am and 6pm from May 
15 to September 15. 

The public may consider this to be a reason¬ 
able response to the conflicting desires of dog 
owners wanting to exercise their animals and 
the general public, who quite reasonably want 
beaches free from dog excrement. 

However, things are never quite what they 
seem when Thanet council Conservatives are 
involved. 

What is being portrayed as a simple admin¬ 
istrative measure to bring a couple of beaches 
in line with the isle’s other beaches is in fact a 
proposal to greatly relax our controls over dogs 
on our beaches. 

Until now, dogs have been excluded com¬ 
pletely from eight of Thanet’s 23 beaches at 
any time of day from May 15 to September 
15. The new proposal will allow dogs on 


the beach up to 10am, every day of the week. 

Take Ramsgate main sands as an example. 
The new proposals risk the few irresponsible 
owners allowing their dogs to contaminate the 
sands any morning prior to children using them 
later in the day. 

Depending on the tides, these sands may not 
be washed until the following day. Some beach¬ 
es are not washed by the tide at all. 

Again, using Ramsgate as an example, 
we have a perfectly reasonable arrangement 
by which dogs are allowed on the Westcliff 
beach and at the eastern end of the main 
sands, both areas washed completely by the 
tides twice a day. Why change this? 

Most owners will say they clean up after 
their dogs and that anyone who fails to do so 
is committing an offence. Even so, evidence to 
the contrary is all too evident. 

Contamination with dog excrement is not 
just unpleasant, but it can be harmful, espec¬ 
ially to young children. For more information, 
you can visit www.cdc.gov/ncidod/dpd/ 
parasites/toxocara/factsht_toxocara.htm. 

Toxocariasis is a zoonotic (animal to human) 
infection caused by the parasitic roundworms 
commonly found in the intestine of dogs and cats. 


Toxocara infections can cause OLM, an eye 
disease which may lead to blindness and which 
occurs when a microscopic worm enters the 
eye, causing inflamation and leading to a 
scarred retina. Each year more than 700 
people infected with toxocara experience 
permanent partial loss of vision. 

Ramsgate is justifiably jealous of the Blue 
Flag status of Ramsgate Sands, the only 
south-facing sandy beach in Kent. 

Criteria for the award of a Blue Flag beach are 
clear: “Regulations concerning dogs and other 
domestic animals on the beach must be strictly 
enforced (i). 

‘Dogs should be banned from the award beach 
area throughout the bathing season in both 
England and Northern Ireland. 

“There should be an enforced byelaw or Dog 
Control Order banning dogs from the award 
beach area from May to September. 

“The dog ban area should be marked on the 
beach map and on the ground and clear sig¬ 
nage should be in place. There may be a dog 
exercise area next to the award area [outside 
the Blue Flag award area], but this should be 
clearly delineated and controlled.” 

Let’s keep our beaches clean.

Cancer patients do not just have 
the odd one-off prescription to pay for. 

They usually need multiple 
prescriptions to ease distressing 
side-effects of cancer treatment and 
often spend hundreds of pounds 
each year paying for prescriptions.

GONE are the days when 
Batman was a just a camp 
character in tights - now 
he is brooding, shadowy 
and even political. 

The superhero was revitalised 
when British actor Christian Bale 
gave his intense interpretation of 
the caped crusader in 2005 movie, 
Batman Begins. 

In The Dark Knight, the second 
in director Christopher Nolan’s 
take on the franchise, Bruce 
Wayne is a millionaire with a mis¬ 
sion - to save corrupt and danger¬ 
ous Gotham City from criminals 
like the anarchistic Joker (the late 
Heath Ledger). 

“It’s nice to be coming in and 
playing a character where you 
know the whole back story,” says 
a moody-looking Christian Bale, 
who is sitting hunched forward, 
arms folded in front of him. 

“We are trying to show a very 
real Gotham and real humanity 
to a superhero. 

“Batman has no super powers. 
He has these conflicts within him¬ 
self. He’s somebody who has great 
altruism and who has at the same 
time, great temptation towards 
chaos, violence and revenge. He’s 
a complete character.” 

Heath Ledger’s version of The 
Joker is also a world away from 
the one-dimensional villain often 
seen in superhero films. 

This movie was the last that 
Heath completed before his death 
in January this year, but the 
Australian actor’s performance as 
the anarchistic psychopath is 
already being talked about as one 
of the year’s most outstanding. 

“Somebody like Heath loves 
to immerse himself completely in 
the role, and you can see the 
pleasure he’s getting from that,” 
says 34-year-old Christian. 


“And I feel likewise - that’s the 
pleasure I get from acting. 

“The way Heath plays The 
Joker - it’s not like we’re watch¬ 
ing Heath Ledger enjoying 
playing this zany crazy character. 
He disappears and becomes 
this anarchic, destructive, chaotic 
individual.” 

And it’s Batman who provides 
The Joker with his toughest chal¬ 
lenge yet in the movie. 

“Everyone’s been a pushover 


for The Joker,” says Christian. 

“Everybody can be leveraged so 
damn easily. The mob - they want 
money, that’s boring. Also, The 
Joker despises hypocrisy and he’s 
finally finding in Batman some¬ 
body who doesn’t have that. 

“But he recognises Batman’s 
weak spot - that he will not kill.” 

Born and raised in Britain, 
Christian, who began his career 
in Empire Of The Sun, is now 
based in Los Angeles, and after 


filming Batman and other 
American films like 3:10 To Yuma, 
he sports a mid-Atlantic accent. 

Rarely smiling throughout the 
interview, he has said he prefers 
not to reveal too much about his 
personal life to the press. For the 
record, he has been married to 
Sibi Blazic, a former personal 
assistant to Winona Ryder, for 
eight years, and they have a three- 
year-old daughter, Emmaline. 

He also doesn’t seem too inter¬ 
ested in giving his opinion on any¬ 
thing other than the film, and 
won’t really be drawn on why 
superhero movies like Iron Man 
and The Incredible Hulk are push¬ 
ing people’s buttons this summer. 

“Absolutely no idea about that,” 
he says. 

“There’s always a need for 
heroic figures. I think super¬ 
heroes are a modern-day equiv¬ 
alent to Greek mythological fig¬ 
ures. So naturally everybody 
wants a hero. 

“But by the time I’m in the middle 
of making a movie, I’m not doing it 
because I’m thinking it’s what soci¬ 
ety needs at this time. I’m just look¬ 
ing selfishly at what I’m interested 
in and what intrigues me.”

DANGLING upside 
down from a trapeze by 
my knees and swinging 
through the hot air I felt 
a rush of excitement and 
fear. 

It was the first time I had tried 
circus skills. Despite my reluc¬ 
tance to have a go, as I walked 
away from the aerial equipment 
towards the beach, I was already 
planning my next session. 

But the all-important question 
was: when was I going to fit this 
in to my hectic schedule? 

Between cycling, tennis, sailing, 
salsa classes and, of course, those 
all important afternoons relaxing 
by the pool or on the beach with a 
cocktail in one hand and a book in 
the other, I was struggling to find 
a window in my holiday diary. 

Jackie, our friendly Club Med 
rep, told me it was impossible to 
get bored at the Kamarina resort. 
By day one of our holiday, I could 
see exactly what she meant. 

On a pre-paid, all-inclusive holi¬ 
day, guests can do as much or as 
little as they please. There is 
something for everyone - from 
body pump and aqua aerobics for 


the gym bunny, to archery, a 
climbing wall and quad biking for 
the more adventurous or jet ski¬ 
ing, kayaking and catamaran sail¬ 
ing for the water babes. 

There is no pressure to be any 
good at any of these skills. As my 
partner tried to co-ordinate his 
two left feet during a salsa class, 
the teacher was friendly and 
merely invited us both back to the 
next day’s session. 

The resort also stood out for its 
excellent tennis facilities with 
about 25 clay courts, professional 
tuition, and complementary rack¬ 
et and ball hire. 

The most evident thing about 
Club Med was its family-ftiendly 
ethos and range of children’s clubs. 

Children, aged from four to ten 
can go to the Mini Club Med, 
whilst 11- to 17-year olds are wel¬ 
comed to Club Med Passworld. 
Club Med Baby and Petite Club 
Med take care of the youngest. 

The clubs are open for six days 
out of seven for nine hours a day 
and a special team of GOs 
(Gentils Organisateurs) keep the 
children occupied and happy 
throughout the day. 

Despite the fact that Club Med 
is a French company and their 
clientele mostly French and 
Italian, they said there would 
always be a fluent English-speak¬ 
ing GO. In fact, we found that 


most staff spoke English anyway. 

Mealtimes were also very child- 
ftiendly, with each of the four vil¬ 
lage restaurants equipped with 
high-chairs and dishes suitable 
for children and babies. 

The food was fresh and locally- 
sourced with a huge selection of 
freshly cooked fish, meat and veg¬ 
etarian dishes, salads and pasta 
choices to choose from. 

All the restaurants were self- 
service and our favourite was 


Trinacria in the hotel, which we 
found slightly less hectic and 
more peaceful than the others. 

The accommodation was also 
surprisingly good. Across the 96- 
hectare village, the rooms are 
split between the main hotel and 
the villagio, where we were based. 

Despite a gaggle of noisy 
Italians partying late into the 
night, it was peaceful and a holi¬ 
day destination I would highly 
recommend.

Web index tracks 
decline in prices 

ASKING prices in the property market 
continued to fall in July according to the 
latest Rightmove house price index. 

July has seen a 1.8 per cent fall in 
prices - the largest drop ever recorded in 
the month and it follows a 1.2 per cent 
slip in June. 

Subsequently annual asking price 
inflation has slipped into the red, down 
two per cent over the year up to July - 
the first time Rightmove has recorded an 
annual fall. 

The survey discovered the average 
asking price for a property is £235,219 - 
a decrease of £4,345 in the past month. 

However, this remains well ahead of 
the average sale prices of £194,912, 
according to official figures from the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government. 

The discrepancy could be caused by a 
realisation among sellers they have to 
lower asking prices in order to secure a 
sale according to analysts. 

“Sellers are finally recognising that 
they need to undercut their rivals from 
the outset, rather than testing the mar¬ 
ket and dropping prices later,” said Miles 
Shipside, of Rightmove. 

Tenants feel the chill 
of rising energy bills 

TURNOVER of tenants in rented accom¬ 
modation where energy efficiency is poor 
could be on the increase according to a 
survey by the National Landlords 
Association. 

The group said that while eco-friendli- 
ness of homes may not be the most 
important factor for people when they 
move it will become increasing vital. 

Senior policy officer at the organisa¬ 
tion, Elizabeth Brogan, said the major 
things which people look at when they 
search for a home remain its location and 
the initial cost outlay. 

But she said: “There are other factors 
that are more important and I don’t 
think they (the buyers) are going to be 
looking at energy efficiency first thing.” 

But she added if tenants are feeling 
“cold and miserable” they are likely to 
move on more quickly than they would 
otherwise. 

But she also said that heating bills for 
tenants are likely to be reduced in the 
future due to the introduction of the 
Landlord’s Energy Saving Allowance.

DODGE is a macho brand in its 
native USA, so it is no surprise 
that its Avenger saloon looks capa¬ 
ble of meting out its own justice. 

That is providing we forget that ‘Avenger’ 
last appeared here on an effete 1970s Hillman 
saloon and estate. 

Its belated successor gives Chrysler Dodge 
Jeep dealers a long-awaited foothold in Ford 
Mondeo territory. 

In keeping with its looks, Avenger pricing 
and specifications are bullish, but need to be as 
the interior looks low rent against key rivals. 

On the other hand, since the Mondeo has 
gone upmarket to attack the BMW 3-Series, 
the Avenger could appeal to company car 
buyers and ‘user choosers’ who like more 
bangs for their bucks. 

Power options are a diesel - VW’s tried and 
trusted 2.0-litre with six-speed T»ox - and two 
petrol engines, plus SE and SXT trim levels 
from £14,995. 

Standard kit includes six airbags, electronic 
stability, powered folding heated mirrors, air 
con, glovebox chiller and cruise control. 




But it is not a big price ‘walk’ - as the trade 
says - to the lavish SXT tested here (from 
£16,995). It is worth the extra for big 18-inch 
alloys, boot spoiler, heated front seats, leather 
seats, powered driver’s seat and upmarket six- 
speaker Boston sound. 

I was also impressed by MyGig - a £1,500 
dashboard extra bundled with sat nav - that 
memorises CDs and links to iPod/MP3 players. 

The Avenger is less tuned on the road; it has 
reasonable performance, but the chassis is 
saggy and copes badly with our increasingly 
poor road surfaces. 

The VW powertrain on our 2.0CRD SXT 
(£18,250) test car felt as good as ever though - 
willing, frugal and perfect for motorway 
cruising. Storage, cupholders and boot are 
generous, with Toad through’ rear folding seats 
on the SXT, although lifting the bootlid after a 
shower overruns the guttering and drowns 
your luggage. 

Rear legroom is good too, though that rear 
window Tuck up’ means kids may find it claus¬ 
trophobic in the back. 

Nevertheless, the Avenger looks fantastic 
value in a market sector where it is hard to 
stand out from the crowd.

Music while you work 
could prove expensive 

TENS of thousands of Kent businesses 
are getting letters from the Performing 
Rights Society to make them aware of 
the consequences of, and possible legal 
action that could result from, breaking 
UK copyright law by playing music in 
the workplace without a PRS licence. 

The law ensures the UKs songwriters 
and composers PRS represents, receive 
royalties for the use of their work. Keith 
Gilbert, managing director, said: “PRS is 
a vital source of income to the creators of 
music, 90 per cent of whom earn less 
than £5,000 a year in royalties.”

Pressure piles on to 
leave us all too tired 


Three-quarters of us are not getting enough sleep, claims survey

SLEEPING has figured in songs 
from Donovan to Seether but 
money worries and the credit 
squeeze becoming tighter are strik¬ 
ing different notes as a wave of 
shut-eye deprivation sweeps 
across the UK workforce. 

Twenty two million workers - that’s three- 
quarters of the workforce - admitted getting 
less than the prescribed eight hours of sleep 
each night of the working week, says a recent 
report. 

Topping the list for insomnia are estate 
agents, who are apparently getting only five 
hours and 50 minutes sleep a night - more 
than two hours less than the daily recom¬ 
mended sleep quota. 

The Travelodge company, which has hotels 
in Canterbury, Ashford and Margate, said the 
study revealed that two professions facing 
rocketing fuel prices - lorry and taxi drivers - 
were the next two groups missing most ‘shut 
eye’, sharing an average of just six hours and 
16 minutes a night. 

Then came another economy-hit profession, 
bankers, who manage just six horns and 23 
minutes of sleep. Builders and accountants 
came next with both getting six hours and 24 
minutes. 

Leigh McCarron, Travelodge’s director of 
sleep, said; “It is no surprise that the profes¬ 
sions in the industries worst hit by the credit 
crunch come top of the charts. We all know 
that money worries and job security are key 
drivers of stress which in turn, leads to signif¬ 
icant sleep loss.” 

The budget hotel chain’s study also revealed 
the key reasons why 40 per cent of workers 
regularly experience difficulty getting to sleep: 
work pressures and money worries, leaving 
work late, having an alcoholic drink at bed¬ 


time and going home to start work again were 
all causes. 

Mr McCarron said: “Don’t let the credit 
crunch keep you awake, it’s a vicious circle. 
Although you may fret about your job and 
have financial worries; you cannot afford to 
sacrifice your sleep quota. 

“Losing valuable hours of sleep will certain¬ 


ly impact upon your well-being and productiv¬ 
ity.” 

In case you’re wondering - director of sleep? 
Yes, that’s his title. The firm takes its job of 
giving clients a good night’s sleep very, very 
seriously, and Mr McCarron has a wide brief 
from helping design rooms to trying out beds. 
Let’s hope he doesn’t sleep on the job.

KENT Spitfires lost their grip on 
the Twenty20 Cup in a thrilling 
final at the Rose Bowl. 

Rob Key’s side lost by three runs as they 
attempted to overhaul Middlesex Crusaders’ 
total of 187 for six, a record total in a 
Twenty20 final. 

Set such a substantial target, Kent got off to 
a flier as Joe Denly and Key set about the 
Middlesex bowling attack, going at more than 
ten an over for the first five. 

The two Kent openers showed that while 
Twenty20 is about scoring boundaries 
and getting quick runs, it doesn’t have to be 
about slogs, sweeps and paddles as they each 
played a succession of elegant cover drives, 
cuts and pulls to pull their side back into the 
game. 

Key was in terrific form, reaching his half- 
century off just 30 balls, but it was the intro¬ 
duction of spinners Murali Kartik and veteran 
Shaun Udal that helped turn the game and 
they accounted for both Denly and Key. 

South African Justin Kemp, struggling for 
runs for the county this summer, was promot¬ 
ed to number three, where he played the type 
of innings for which he is renowned. 

Kemp smashed three sixes in an entertain¬ 
ing stand of 72 with Darren Stevens as the 
Spitfires closed in on their target, leaving 
them requiring 16 from the final over. 

The target was then reduced to six off three 


balls. Kemp could manage only two off the 
first two, meaning the Spitfires had to score 
three to tie, which would have secured the title 
courtesy of having lost fewer wickets than 
Middlesex. 

However, Kemp was unable to get the ball 
away and was run out, handing victory to the 
Crusaders and, with it, a place in the Stanford 


Super Series and a chance to pocket a huge 

£ 200 , 000 . 

While Key was disappointed not to get his 
hands on the trophy again, he was pleased 
with his side’s effort at Twenty20 finals day. 

He said: “The one thing we haven’t done is 
hide. Generally we have fielded well and it is 
times like that in big games when you find out 


the characters of players and I thought every¬ 
one stood up, so it was good. 

“That final was a great advert for Twenty20. 
It was a fantastic effort to have got that close. 

“It was pretty frustrating getting out for 
50-odd as the stage was set for me to play a 
serious Twenty20 innings and get us a great 
victory. 

“I always say it is not about the blokes who 
get out to a good ball for less than 10 - it is those 
who get in who will win or lose you the game. I 
was one of those who got in and got out.” 

The day had started well for Spitfires as 
they cruised to what turned out to be a com¬ 
fortable 14-run win over the Essex Eagles in 
the first semi-final of the day. 

The Spitfires, together with the Crusaders, 
will now be entered in the inaugural £2.4 
million Champions League against teams 
from South Africa, Australia and India. 

Kent’s involvement in the competition, 
although assured by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board, is yet to be 100 per cent 
confirmed by organisers of India’s cricket 
board because of their inclusion of ‘rebel’ 
Indian Cricket League stars Justin Kemp and 
Azhar Mahmood. 

Key is sceptical about his side’s involvement 
and is refusing to think about playing in the 
competition in India until it is confirmed. 

He said: “It is a bonus if it happens, but there 
has been a bit of confusion about it all the way 
along. We will only know how good it is if an 
English team walks away with the money and 
starts turning up for games in much better 
cars. 

“There are so many unanswered questions 
that I think it is probably a pipe-dream that is 
not worth us getting carried away about.”
